Tear Gas Ends 
Water Fight At 
U. of Illinois 


50 Students are 
Jailed; 3,500 
Take Part in Riot 


CHAMPAIGN, III (PP) — A bat 
tie of the water buckets at the 
University of Illinois slopped to 
a 
halt early today, 
leaving the 
Champaign County Jail overflow­ 
ing with 50 tear gassed students. 
All 50 wert charged with un­ 
lawful 
assembly after a riot in 
which more than .8,500 students 
participated. 
Police 
from 
five 
neighboring 
counties were called in to quash 
the revolt which started harmless­ 
ly enough Thursday night 
as a 
water fight, and later sw-elled in­ 
to a raging stream 
of students 
which 
thread nod to engulf the 
entire town 
Three p. rsons. including Cham­ 
paign County Sheriff Everett J. 
Hedrick, were manhandled by the 
students and suffered minor in­ 
juries.

Officers arrested one of the riot 
ors and were taking him to jail 
when the students gathered in a 
body and shouted; 
“ We ll freak the jail down.” 
As 2,000 students advanced to 
wards towrn. police prepared for a 
counter-attack under an elevated 
track near the city limits.

The students dispersed towards 
the campus with the police at their 
I heels, firing tear gas bombs when- 
I ever the students rallied for a 
rear guard action.

Hopes Decision Right 


Korean Wife and Mother Forced to 
Risk Life of Husband Or Her Son 


TOKYO (W-“ I stay. 
I pray I do 
right." 
With 
these 
words the 
Korean 
wife of an American soldier made 
the agonizing decision today wheth­ 
er to risk the life of her husband 
in a Hot Springs, Ark., hospital 
or remain here with their stricken, 
1-year old son. 
The woman is M r s . Tae Moon 
Cherry, wife of Specialist 3C Ma­ 
vis V. Cherry, Monticello, Ark.. 
who was reported near death in 
the Army Navy General Hospital 
at Hot Springs. 
An American Air Force plane 
stood by to fly Mrs. Cherry and 
their son Marvin from Tokyo to 
the United States tonight in what 
doctors called a “ last chance” that 
her husband might live. 
But the infant son developed a 
high fever and a severe attack of 


J dysentery 
today in Tokyo while 
Red 
Cross 
officials 
cleared 
the 
way for the mercy flight to the 
! United states. 


“ We know your anguish.” doc­ 
tors told Mrs. Cherry “ But if you 
make a flight today across the Pa 
cifie your child could die.” 
Mrs 
Cherry, a small and shy 
Korean beauty, told the doctors 
her husband 
though reported near 
death himself—would never want 
1 her to desert their son. 


Army officials here said Cherry 
was suffering from a brain con- 
j cussion, multiple fractures and in- 
| ternal injuries suffered in an auto­ 
mobile accident near his Monticel­ 
lo home. 


His doctors said the presence of 
his wife and son might give the 
young soldier “ more will to live.”

Casualties 
Over Prediction 


Six Others Dead 
In Plane Wrecks, 
32 by Drowning 
By United Press 
The nation’s Memorial Day traf­ 
fic toll dropped .sharply below pre­ 
dictions. 


A United Press survey showed 
93 traffic deaths during the period 
when the National Safety Council 
expected 120 
The Memorial Day toll ran slight­ 
ly higher than the non-holiday av­ 
erage of 7.5 for a similar period. 
Safety Council President Ned H. 
Dearborn said drivers deserve a 
“ pat on the back’* for their Me­ 
morial Day care and courtesy. 
“ Let s keep it up over the week­ 
end." he pleaded. 


The United Press count of fatali- 
ties between 6 p. m. Wednesday 
and midnight Thursday showed 93 
persons killed in traffic, 6 dead in 
plane wrecks 32 drownings and 15 
deaths in miscellaneous mishaps 
for a total of 146. 


Illinois had the worst traffic ree- 
ord with ll deaths. 
Pennsylvania 
and California came next, each 
with lo highway fatalities. 
Two spectacular plane crashes 
boosted the accidental death toll 
as millions paid homage to th* 
nation’s war dead. 


The Memorial Day 
salute in 
Minneapolis turned into tragedy 
when two Navy Panther jeu col­ 
lided and one of them rammed 
into a row of homes in a residen­ 
tial section. 
One pilot was killed 
and l l persons were injured.
